Add Eight Cents to the Cost 
Each Ton of Anthracite. 

The cost of every ton of anthracite is 
increased 8 cents by the expense of the 
mine timbers. To supply these tim¬ 
bers, says the Vegetarian Magazine, 
requires each year the product of ap¬ 
proximately 150.000 acres of forest. 

Timber is used for cross ties for 
tram roads in the main haulage ways, 
as wooden rollers and as props. A set 
of gangway timber consists of two 
legs, commonly nine or ten feet long 
and about thirteen inches in diameter, 
and a collar six or seven feet long. 
These sets are placed on an average at 
intervals of five feet. One gangway 
frequently contains 1,000 sets, and ten 
gangways to a colliery is not an un¬ 
usual number. 

The average life of the timber is 
hardly above two years. Forty-five per 
cent of the timbers are destroyed by 
decay, while breakage, wear and in¬ 
sects destroy the remainder. By peel¬ 
ing the timbers and properly seasoning 
them and especially by giving them 
a treatment in oils or chemical salts 
their length of service is materially in¬ 
creased.

The Marble and the Pencil. 

The marble trick is as old as the days 
of Aristotle.

The 
same illusion may be worked by plac¬ 
ing the pencil between the lips and 
then moving the under lip to one side, 
causing the pencil to feel like two. 
More curious than any of these is the 
one where the forefinger is crossed 
over the little linger behind the other 
two and then applied to the end of the 
nose. Not only can you feel two noses, 
but one of them seems to be about an 
inch longer than the other. This last 
sensation is caused by the fact that 
we do not ordinarily feel the edge of 
any object with these two fingers at 
the same time unless the part felt with 
the little linger projects beyond the 
part felt by the forefinger.—St. Louis 
Republic.

Moving pictures are simply 
a number of views thrown upon a 
white sheet one after another so rapid¬ 
ly that the eye cannot detect the inter¬ 
vals.

The attention of voters is called to 
he following general election calendar 
for 1908: 

Registration of voters commences on 
January 1st and closes September 23d. 
Transfers from one precinct to another 
ceases on October 8th. 

The last day to be naturalized in or¬ 
der to register is August oth. 

Time for filing nominations with the 
Secretary of State is: Party—Between 
September 4th and 24th. Independent 
between September 4th and 29th.; 
Time for filing with the County Clerk: 
Party—Between September 14th and 
October 3d. Independent—Between 
September 14th and October 3d. Time 
for filing with Clerks of other counties 
where county is part of district for 
some offices, County Clerk must certify 
certificate with clerks of such other 
counties comprising district October 7. 

County Clerk must send list of all 
nominations to chairman of County 
Committees of each party October 19. 

The last day to fill vacancies on State 
and County tickets is October 3. 

The last day to withdraw from the 
ticket is October 3. 

Appoint election officers and desig¬ 
nate poling places not later than Octo¬ 
ber 9th. 

Publish names of election officers live 
times daily after October 27th, or twice 
weekly before day of election. 

Before October 9th—Arrange regis¬ 
tration affidavits for each precinct al¬ 
phabetically and bind the same. 

October 14th—Prepare index to affi¬ 
davits for each precinct and have same 
printed. 

October 24th—Publish proclamation 
for five days before this date. 

October 24th—Commence the mailing 
of sample ballots, instruction to voters! 
and constitutional amendments. 

October 30—Finish mailing same. 

November 3, 1908—Election day; 
polls open at 6 a. m. and close at 
6 p. m. 

NovemberOth—Supervisors will com¬ 
mence canvass of returns and continue 
daily until completed. 

On the completion of canvass by the 
Supervisors, the clerk must enter re¬ 
sults on records of board, issue certifi¬ 
cates of election, send necessary ab¬ 
stracts to other County Clerks and 
Secretary of State, etc.

Eli Whitney, who so long vexed his 
6oul over his first and mightiest inven¬ 
tion, the cotton gin, was aided in his 
success by the quck wit and insight of 
a woman. In “Old Paths and Legends 
of the New England Border” Miss 
Katherine M. Abbott gives the story, 
as told by a granddaughter of General 
Nathaniel Greene, of the consumma¬ 
tion of Whitney's experiment at the 
beautiful and hospitable Dungeness, 
on Cumberland island, canopied with 
live oaks and olive trees. 

Mrs. Greene had become interested 
in Mr. Whitney's enterprise and invit¬ 
ed him to spend the winter at Dunge- 
ness, “where an abundance of cotton 
and quiet were assured.”
